At 6 a.m ., EDT, the ey e of Anita, the 
season’s first h u rricane, was centered

Anita, which earlier had been ex ­ 
pected to hit the Tex as area of 
Brownsv ille-Corpu s Christi, spat/ned 
wind s of 45 m .p.h. and m od era « rain 
in th e Brownsv ille area, abou t 100 
miles north of here. 
In San Fernand o, a small town of 
abou t 15 ,000 located 20 miles inland in 
a m arshy area, sold iers, police and 
v olu nteers ev acu ated abou t 2,000 
people Thu rsd ay afternoon. 
Mex ican troops, aid ed by police and 
nav y u nits, ev acu ated abou t 35 ,000 
persons from M atamoros, across the 
bord er from Brownsv ille. 
“ The ev acu ation is proceed ing in an 
ord erly m anner,” said Brig. Gen. 
Ed m u nd o C astro V illareal, com ­ 
m and er of th e m ilitary d istric t 
stretching from Tampico to the U.S. 
bord er. “The Ministry of Defense has 
giv en u s the au thority to tak e whatev er 
m easu res are necessary d u ring the 
em ergency .” 
Castro Villareal said m ilitary and 
police patrols had been set u p in the 
ev acu ated areas to gu ard against 
looting. He said refu gee centers were 
stock ed with abou t three d ay s of food . 
Doctors, nu rses and other Red Cross 
personnel were on stand by , said Jesu s 
Nav a, the Red Cross ad m inistrator in 
Matamoros.

A cam paign to confine the city ’s 
estim ated 7 00 prostitu tes to a seclu d ed 
part of the city started in 1974 when the 
two main red light d istricts began 
spread ing into resid ential d istricts. 
The ship plan will be presented to the 
City Cou ncil on Oct. 13, and City Hall 
sou rces say approv al is ex pected . 
“ The sooner it gets gomg the bet­ 
ter," one streetw alk er told a reporter 
who ask ed what the lad ies of the 
ev ening think of the id ea. 
R otterd am ’s brothel owners - not the 
city gov ernm ent - wou ld bu y the ship. 
Rechristened “ Eros Center,” it wou ld 
be moored alongsid e the old port ad ­ 


m inistration bu ild ing and wou ld hav e a 
restau rant and bar. 
Officials said the gov ernment is 
prepared to sell the bu ild ing to the 
brothel owners and will help them find 
a reasonably priced , second -hand ship. 
“ Of cou rse, we wou ld hav e nothing 
to d o with the ru nning of su ch a scheme

u p,” 
said 
the 
spok eswoman for the city gov ernment, 
Toos d e Jong. 
Prostitu tion is illegal in Holland , bu t 
the au thorities hav e tolerated it for 
many y ears. Prostitu tes are rarely 
prosecu ted . The city has more than 60 
brothels, many of which ad v ertise in 
th e new spapers. B roth el ow ners 
u su ally are prosecu ted only when they 
employ girls u nd er the age of 18 .

WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
jobless rate rose from 6 .9 per cent to 
7 .1 per cent in Au gu st as climbing 
u nemploy ment among black s m atched 
a post-World War II high, the gov ern­ 
m ent reported tod ay . 
In Au gu st, the Labor D epartm ent 
said , “the ov er-the-month increase in 
u nem ploy m ent w as concentrated 
among black w ork ers,” whose jobless 
rate rose from 13.2 per cent to 14.5 per 
cent. The Au gu st lev el m atched the 
post-war high for black s record ed 
d u ring the recession in Septem ber 
1975 . 
Unemploy ment among black s has 
- 
been trad itionally higher than for 
whites, whose jobless rate was u n­ 
changed last month at 6.1 per cent. 
Ov erall joblessness has hov ered at 
abou t 7 per cent of th e work force since 
April, showing little month-to-month 
ch ange after d ropping stead ily from 
its 1976 high of 8 per cent 
last 
Nov ember. 
Economists say economic growth 
h as slowed following a sh arp ex ­ 
pansion earlier in the y ear, and this 
m eans fewer jobs are being created to

The civ ilian labor force rose by 
390,000 in Au gu st to a total of 97.7 


million, the d epartm ent said . Both 
employ ment and u nemploy ment in­ 
creased becau se more people were 
look ing for work than were able to find 
jobs. 
The total nu mber of u nemploy ed was 
u p by 18 0,000 in Au gu st to 6 .9 million, 
with m ost of the increase occu ring 
among persons who lost their jobs, the 
la b or Departm ent said . 
There is some m argin of error as 
with any su rv ey . Bu t the gov ernment 
contend s the relativ ely large size of the 
sam ple assu res a high d egree of ac­ 
cu racy .

Artemio Alfaro, municipal treasurer 
of Soto la Marina, said, “There are 
strong rains and hurricane-force 
winds, but up to the moment we 
haven’t received any reports of 
damages or injuries. 
“All the people in La Pesca have 
been evacuated to Soto la Marina and 
they are being sheltered in schools, 
churches and the theater.” 
La Pesca, a tiny coastal fishing 
village, and Soto la Marina bore the 
brunt of Hurricane Ella in 1970. 
National Weather Service radar in 
Brownsville showed that Anita — 
labeled an “extremely dangerous” 
hurricane — was pushing tides of 12-15 
feet along the Texas-Mexico coast. 
The leading edge of the storm 
dumped torrential rains along about 
200 miles of the Mexican coast. Water 
covered some Tampico streets and the 
highways north of Tampico and 
Ciudad Victoria reportedly were 
flooded. 
At 6 a.m., EDT, the eye of Anita, the 
season’s first hurricane, was centered 
at latitude 24.0 north and longitude 97.7 
west, a few miles inland, about 130 


miles south of Brownsville, Tex. It was 
moving

the 
National Hurricane Center in Miami 
said. 
Anita, which earlier had been ex­ 
pected to hit the Texas area of 
Brownsville-Corpus Christi, spawned 
winds of 45 m.p.h. and moderate rain 
in the Brownsville area, about IOO 
miles north of here. 
In San Fernando, a small town of 
about 15,000 located 20 miles inland in 
a marshy area, soldiers, police and 
volunteers evacuated about 2,000 
people Thursday afternoon. 
Mexican troops, aided by police and 
navy units, evacuated about 35,000 
persons from Matamoras, across the 
border from Brownsville. 
“The evacuation is proceeding in an 
orderly manner,” said Brig. Gen. 
Edmundo Castro Villareal, com­ 
mander of the military district 
stretching from Tampico to the U.S. 
border. “The Ministry of Defense has 
given us the authority to take whatever 
measures are necessary during the 
emergency.” 
Castro Villareal said military and 
police patrols had been set up in the 
evacuated areas to guard against 
looting. He said refugee centers were 
stocked with about three days of food. 
Doctors, nurses and other Red Cross 
personnel were on standby, said Jesus 
Nava, the Red Cross administrator in 
Matamoras. 
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Rotterdam Eyes 
Floating Brothel 


ROTTERDAM, The Netherlands 
(AP) — City officials are considering a 
plan to put Rotterdam’s prostitutes 
aboard a 
floating 
brothel 
in 
an 
abandoned area of the local docks. 
Mayor Andre van der Louw and 
three other members of the City 
Council are going to Denmark today to 
look over a 400-bed hotel ship that 
might be foe sale. 
A campaign to confine the city’s 
estimated 700 prostitutes to a secluded 
part of the city started in 1974 when the 
two main red light districts began 
spreading into residential districts. 
The ship plan will be presented to the 
City Council on Oct. 13, and City Hall 
sources say approval is expected. 
“The sooner it gets going the bet­ 
ter,” one streetwalker told a reporter 
who asked what the ladies of the 
evening think of the idea. 
Rotterdam’s brothel owners - not the 
city government - would buy the ship. 
Rechristened “Eros Center,” it would 
be moored alongside the old port ad­ 


ministration building and would have a 
restaurant and bar. 
Officials said the government is 
prepared to sell the building to the 
brothel owners and will help them find 
a reasonably priced, second-hand ship. 
“Of course, we would have nothing 
to do with the running of such a scheme 
once 
it 
is 
set 
up,” 
said 
the 
spokeswoman for the city government, 
Toos de Jong. 
Prostitution is illegal in Holland, but 
the authorities have tolerated it for 
many years. Prostitutes are rarely 
prosecuted. The city has more than 60 
brothels, many of which advertise in 
the newspapers. Brothel owners 
usually are prosecuted only when they 
employ girls under the age of 18. 
The floating brothel is expected to 
accommodate many but not all of the

But authorities 
have said if the plan goes through, the 
police will crack down on prostitutes 
and brothels that don’t cooperate.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
jobless rate rose from 6.9 per cent to 
7.1 per cent in August as climbing 
unemployment among blacks matched 
a post-World War II high, the govern­ 
ment reported today. 
In August, the Labor Department 
said, “the over-the-month increase in 
unemployment was concentrated 
among black workers,” whose jobless 
rate rose from 13.2 per cent to 14.5 per 
cent. The August level matched the 
post-war high for blacks recorded

Unemployment among blacks has 
been traditionally higher than for 
whites, whose jobless rate was un­ 
changed last month at 6.1 per cent. 
Overall joblessness has hovered at 
about 7 per cent of the work force since 
April, showing little month-to-month 
change after dropping steadily from 
its 1976 high of 8 per cent last 
November.

AFL-CIO President George Meany 
said today in his annual Labor Day 
message that President Carter’s job- 
creating programs were nothing more 
than “Band-aids” and that they would 
do little to solve the basic unem­ 
ployment problem. 
While the jobless rate rose in August, 
returning to its June level of 7.1 per 
cent, the Labor Department reported 
employment increased by 210,000 to a 
total of 90.8 million. 
The civilian labor force rose by 
390,000 in August to a total of 97.7 


million, the department said. Both 
employment and unemployment in­ 
creased because more people were 
looking for work than were able to find 
jobs. 
The total number of unemployed was 
up by 180,000 in August to 6.9 million, 
with most of the increase occuring 
among persons who lost their jobs, the 
I^abor Department said.

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Swimmer Foiled 
By Lake Erie 


ELYRIA, Ohio (AP) — "Two tries 
are enough, that’s it," 41-year-old 
marathon swimmer Bob Elfers said 
Thursday after wind, waves and age 
foiled his second attempt to cross Lake 
Erie’s widest point. 
The Elyria autoworker, who will be 
42 on Labor Day, plowed 24 miles 
northward from the Ohio shore by the 
time his 69-year-old father Walter 
ordered him to abandon his challenge 
about 1:20 a.m. Thursday. 
That left him 39 miles short of his 
goal, the Canadian shore. 
About 20 hours earlier, holding high 
his faith in God and himself and saying 
he was sure he’d succeed, the younger 
Elfers had slipped into the lake in what 
he hoped would become a world record 
for continuous open water swimming. 
He also said he hoped it would give 
hope to others over 40 or who, as he 
described himself, were alcoholics. 
But with a 15-knot wind lashing 
three-foot waves into his face and 
threatening to swamp the small boat 
which trailed him, Elfers yielded to his 
father’s command. 
After 15 hours in the water, Elfers 
said his legs had gone dead and his 
right arm and shoulder had begun to 
lock. 
He said he was using only one arm 
during the last four hours. 
‘‘The old joints aren’t what they used 
to be, I’m convinced," Elfers said 
after he was hauled from the water 
into the small boat and then was 
transferred to the Sea Dream, a 48- 
footer which had preceded him to lay 
guide buoys. 
Last year, exhaustion had foiled his 
first attempt 20 miles short of his goal. 
That time he began on the Canadian 
shore and swam southward. This time 
he had headed north, hoping he’d be 
helped by lake currents. 
Elfers slept during the four-hour 
return trip to Grand River, a suburb of 
Painesville across the river from 
Fairport Harbor where his futile effort 
began. 
Arising briefly for a medical 
examination, he was pronounced 
healthy by the doctor who had ac­ 
companied him from the start. Then he 
returned to his bed and, later, his home 
here.

It took more than 
25 years for its delayed effects to 
become apparent. Many cancers of the 
skin were traced to this rash, in­ 
discriminate use of X-rays. 


I received a letter from a mother 
who said that her child had been on the 
critical list after having swallowed 30 
tablets of a “ relatively safe drug." 
I wonder why such accidents still 
occur despite all of the health cam­ 
paigns that are aimed at the 
prevention of accidental poisoning. 
More than half ot these poisonings 
occur in children under five.

Yet 
aspirin is one of the sources of great 
danger to the 
prying, curious 
youngster. 
It occurs to me that manufacturers 
of medicines and parents themselves 
may be inadvertently playing a role in 
the massive threat to a child’s health, 
manufacturers continue to flavor 
medicines to disguise their flavor 
is understandable, but parents must 
not mislead their children into 
believing that medicines are candy. 
The child who is coaxed into believing 
he is taking candy can ultimately get 
the idea that any medicine is candy. 
Here is where we all get into trouble. 
Any "safe” drug, laxative, vitamin 
or antibiotic, when taken in large 
quantities by the candy-seeking child, 
can be hazardous. 
Dispensers of drugs have created 
many excellent, safe containers that 
defy the strength or ingenuity of the 
child. (As a matter of fact, they often 
defy the strength and ingenuity of the 
adult!) 
I urge all readers to spend a few 
moments and make a careful survey of 
all medications that might be within 
reach of children. You will be amazed 
at how much more accessible they are 
than you believed. These few moments 
could save the life of your child.

Del Col says it isn’t only his com­ 
pany, which he says is “the nation’s 
largest company providing computer- 
clerical processing and record-keeping 
services to financial institutions, in­ 
dustry and government,” that is en­ 
dangered. 


A monopoly, he says, could serve to 
stifle regional competition, such as 
from the Pacific Stock Exchange and 
the Midwest Exchange, the presidents 
of which have been critical of the 
power exercised by the New York- 
based institutions. 


Del Col maintains that a system of 
competitive clearing and settling 
organizations not only would result in 
more efficiency and lower costs, but 
that it could be implemented sooner 
than the SEC-endorsed system. 
The NSCC has estimated it would 
need up to two years to consolidate its 
systems into one national clearance 
and settlement organization. Del Col 
says a competitive system of in­ 
terfacing agencies could be achieved 
in six to nine months.

Speaking Of Your Health

My daughter has some fuzzy hair 
around the upper lip and the chin. She 
is 16. She says a friend of hers has had 
“mild X-ray” treatment for a similar 
problem. Shall I explore this? 
-M rs. H. B., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
I must state emphatically that there 
is no such thing as “mild X-rays.” All 
X-rays used for treatment or diagnosis 
are given in carefully calculated doses 
to be sure that they are safe. 


It is many years since I have heard 
of the use of X-rays, for the removal of 
unwanted, excess hair. At the 
beginning of the century, when the 
knowledge of X-rays was not as 
complete as it is today, this form of 
treatment was used. It took more than 
25 years for its delayed effects to 
become apparent. Many cancers of the 
skin were traced to this rash, in­ 
discriminate use of X-rays. 


I received a letter from a mother 
who said that her child had been on the 
critical list after having swallowed 30 
tablets of a “relatively safe drug.” 
I wonder why such accidents still 
occur despite all of the health cam­ 
paigns that are aimed at the 
prevention of accidental poisoning. 
Astore than half ot these poisonings 
occur in children under five. 


Aspirin is certainly one of the most 
valuable drugs in use today. Yet 
aspirin is one of the sources of great 
danger to the 
prying, 
curious 
youngster. 
It occurs to me that manufacturers 
of medicines and parents themselves 
may be inadvertently playing a role in 
the massive threat to a child’s health, 
manufacturers continue to flavor 
medicines to disguise their flavor 
is understandable, but parents must 
not mislead their children into 
believing that medicines are candy. 
The child who is coaxed into believing 
he is taking candy can ultimately get 
the idea that any medicine is candy. 
Here is where we all get into trouble. 
Any “safe” drug, laxative, vitamin 
or antibiotic, when taken in large 
quantities by the candy-seeking child, 
can be hazardous. 
Dispensers of drugs have created 
many excellent, safe containers that 
defy the strength or ingenuity of the 
child. (As a matter (rf fact, they often 
defy the strength and ingenuity of the 
adult!) 
I urge all readers to spend a few 
moments and make a careful survey of 
all medications that might be within 
reach of children. You will be amazed 
at how much more accessible they are 
than you believed, These few foments 
could save the life of your child.'

Leistler said Ohio House Bill 740, 
currently under consideration, would 
spell out conditions under which a 
Warn Against 
Penn Central 
Tax Checks 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Local 
officials who cash Penn Central partial 
real estate tax settlement checks could 
be in violation of state law, Auditor 
Thomas E. Ferguson warned today. 
“County budget commissions must 
first act on any requests for ac­ 
ceptance of less than the amount of 
delinquent real estate taxes due 
political subdivisions by Penn Cen­ 
tral,” Ferguson said in a release. 
Ferguson said if a financial officer 
accepts a check for less than Penn 
Central owes for real estate taxes, that 
officer could be personally liable for 
the difference. 
Penn Central, which went bankrupt 
in 1970, owes nearly $80 million to 
taxing districts in Ohio. The railroad is 
offering its creditors checks for 50 per 
cent or less of the amount owed. 
“Under such circumstances, our 
examiners would have to render find­ 
ings for recovery against those of­ 
ficials,” Ferguson said. 
In addition to cashing Penn Central 
checks, which would be illegal under 
present circumstances, the act would 
constitute full payment by 
Penn 
Central and those subdivisions would 
be precluded from any future set­ 
tlement, Ferguson said. 
Rep. Mary Rose Oakar, D-Ohio, has 
offered federal legislation to give 
taxing districts 20 per cent payment in 
cash with the remainder of the 
delinquent Penn Central real estate 
taxes due in bonds guaranteed by the 
federal government. 
“Under provisions of the Oakar bill, 
governmental 
units 
and 
school 
districts would be issued marketable 
bonds, which...could be sold by the 
public entities so that they would have 
all of their money immediately.” 


private policeman may carry a 
firearm. 
“We have notified all private police 
agencies to tell their employes about 
the restrictions pertaining to carrying 
concealed firearms,” Leistler said. 
“These agencies are to report back to 
me by Sept. 15. 


“I have seen very little enforcement 
activity or arrests on the part of 
private police and security guards 
which would justify the carrying of 
firearms. 
“The few arrests that are made are 
in big department stores or food 
chains.” 


The police chief cited the case of a 
security guard who, when stopped by 
police in another community, falsely 
told them his city commission gave 
him the right to carry a concealed 
firearm. 


“All a city commission ever did was 
give the holder the arrest rights of a 
Cincinnati policeman in the place of 
business where he was employed,” 
Leistler said. “Without one, he will still 
have citizen’s arrest power. 
“Neither it nor a state license gave 
him any right to carry a concealed 
weapon however.” 


The city will renew existing com­ 
missions, but the chief said the 
renewals will carry a notation that the 
commission does not authorize the 
holder to carry a concealed firearm. 
One officer of a local security firm 
praised Leistler’s move as a much- 
needed step in better weapons control.

12.063 persons signed “ utility lifeline 
bill” petitions circulated by the Ohio 
Commission on Aging during the state

I. It was a welcome respite for shop­ 
pers from the previous nine con­ 
secutive months of rising prices. 
Average cost of all items at 15 
reporting cities was $22.92 at the end of 
August, compared to $23.70 at the end 
of July. By comparison, the average 
cost of the items on Sept. I, 1976, was 
$19.05, and two years ago It was $17.67. 
A three-pound can of name brand 
coffee, which has doubled in price 
since June I, 1976, wa£ among eight 
items on the list showing a decline in 
price. Average cost of coffee among 
reporting cities was $9.79, down 2.9 per 
cent over the month.* 
Ten pounds of white potatoes 
dropped 35 per cent at the end of 
August, following a 19 per cent drop 
the previous month as the summer 
supply reached supermarkets in force. 
Prices ranged from 63 cents at 
Chillicothe to $1.44 at Portsmouth and 
the average worked out to 96 cents. 
Tomatoes by the pound dropped 20 
per cent, to 55 cents, from the previous 
month while lettuce was up 20 per cent 
to 53 cents per head. 
Medium sized white grade A eggs by 
the dozen increased 6.6 per cent, to 64 
cents and five pounds of granulated 
sugar declined 3 per cent to 95 cents on 
average. 
Other items with lower average 
prices from tjie previous month were 
hamburger by the pound, 1.2 per cent 
at 80 cents; whole frying chicken per 
pound, 1.5 per cent at 62 cents; center 
cut pork chops per pound, 1.1 per cent 
at $1.76; a 49-ounce box of name brand 
detergent, 2.1 per cent at $1.42. 


Price averages went up on chuck 
roast by the pound, 2 per cent to $1.02; 
a 14 *6 ounce pack of chocolate chip 
cookies,^ per cent at 96 cents, and a 
12-ounce pack of frozen orange juice, 4 
per cent at 78 cents. 
No change was reported in average 
cost of a pound of stick margarine at 58 
cents, a 12-ounce jar of peanut butter 
at 75 cents, and a half-gallon of whole 
milk at 78 cents. 
Twelve cities reported lower prices, 


and three higher prices, on the 16 items 
than the previous month. They ranged 
from Canton, where the average cost 
of $19.27 was 7.8 per cent below a 
month ago, to Cincinnati, where the 
total of $24.83, was down 2.8 per cent 
over the month.

E n terp rises of

WELLSTON, Ohio (AP) — Gov.

Morrow’s appointment is an ad­ 
ditional membership in an expansion 
of the board. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
senior warden of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church has gone to court to halt a vote 
Sunday on separating the parish from 
the national church over the issue of 
women priests. 
Father G. Wayne Craig, rector of the 
300-member congregation since 197 1, 
said Thursday he was appalled at 
court 
interference 
with 
church 
business. He said he has hired an at­ 
torney and will seek to have the order 
lifted. 
Judge Jay Flowers of Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court issued 
the temporary order on a complaint by 
Dwight L. Fullerton, senior warden, on 
behalf of himself and 103 other church 
members who voted earlier against 
separating from the national church. It 
ordered Father Craig to cancel Sun­ 
day’s meeting for a second vote on 
removing the 135-year-old parish from 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America. 
Fullerton’s complaint said calling 
the second meeeting is "harassm ent of 
the members who voted against the 
resolutions and is unfair, unreasonable 


and improper.” 
A first vote on the question Aug. 7 , 
ended in a 104 -104 tie. Father Craig, 
who favors the separation because the 
national church has voted to ordain 
women as priests, called the second 
meeting. 
"I am just flabbergasted,” said 
Father Craig. "In my opinion, Judge 
Flowers has totally eliminated our 
right to peaceable assem bly.” 
Flowers’ order is for 14 days unless 
extended. 
He 
said 
he 
acted 
as 
assignment judge and that another 
judge would hear further proceedings. 
Father Craig said absentee ballots 
were counted in the first vote but the 
lay board since discovered that church 
bylaws adopted in 1883 forbid absentee 
or proxy votes. 
"O ne 
thing 
that 
leaves 
me 
astonished,” Father Craig said, "is 
that any judge in this country would 
sign a restraining order like this 
without giving us some opportunity to 
be heard. Secondly, this judge is not 
only siding with liberals of the church 
in this matter but is interfering with 
affairs of a church.”

NEW YORK (AP) — He prized in­ 
dividual conscience and the rights of 
varied denominations, but never 
picked any one of them to join. “Don’t 
knock any religion,” he would say. 
“We don’t know that they’re wrong.” 
One night, he sat up unusually late 
reading the Bible which he studied 
regularly. Next day, at age 75, big, 
taciturn Jim Merrell, a crack straw 
boss of railroad bridge-building crews 
in Alabama for 42 years, died of a 
heart attack. 
His daughter, Pattie, put in a long­ 
distance telephone call to Fort Lee, 
Va. In tears, she told her brother, then 
in the Army, “I’ve got some bad 
news.” 
“I know,” he said. He had sensed it 
without being told. 
That was in 1962. The son, Jesse H. 
Merrell, now 38, who has since become 
head of Merrell Enterprises of 
Washington, a professional writing 
service, and who in honor of his father 
set up the Jim Merrell Religious 
Liberty Memorial awards of $1,000 
each annually for the best news article 
and cartoon on religious liberty, says 
of that day in 1962: 
“Riding home on the train that night 
from Petersburg, Va., to Birmingham, 
Ala., (near the family’s home in 
Shelby, Ala.) was the longest night of 
my life. All my unpardonable conduct 
toward Daddy was graphically painted 
before me on a broad panorama of 
bitterly painful guilt.” 
The recollections are part of a short 
talk Merrell gives frequently to church 


by some of the youth and young adults 
of the church. 


and civic groups about his father — 
and about an unspoken word the son 
wishes he had spoken — “love.” 
In the talk, he relates his father’s 
hard-working life as a bridge-builder, 
his scanty education, yet quiet 
wisdom, tolerant faith and timber- 
laying skill, his rearing in a draughty 
log cabin on a Shelby County, Ala., 
farm homesteaded by his grandfather 
in early U.S. history. 
“Times were tough then,” the son 
relates of his father’s upbringing. “His 
father was hard on him and the other 
children. When they misbehaved, he 
whipped them. Hard at times. It 
turned Daddy against'severe punish­ 
ment. 
“I never remember him whipping 
me. But it had the wrong effect on me. 
When I saw I could get away with it, I 
started sassing. And with a little more 
education than he had, I presumed I 
was ever so much smarter than he. I 
told him all the mistakes of his life, 
that I’d never do this, never do that. 
“He responded to my overbearing 
arrogance with forbearing patience. 
‘You don’t know what you’ll do,’ he 
said. ‘Wait till you see what you do.’ I 
went into the Army. Still a know-it- 
all.” 
Then came that telephone call, and 
the long train ride home. “I didn’t 
sleep a wink all night. I was numb with 
chilling remorse. But I couldn’t tell 
Daddy. It was too late. 
“It was not too late to learn, though. 
In the years since he died, I’ve done 
everything I told Daddy I wouldn’t do. 
His prophetic words still painfully ring 
in my ears: ‘You don’t know what 
you’ll do. Wait till you see ... ’ 
“I’ve waited. And I’ve seen. The

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
senior warden of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church has gone to court to halt a vote 
Sunday on separating the parish from 
the national church over the issue of 
women priests. 
Father G. Wayne Craig, rector of the 
300-member congregation since 1971, 
said Thursday he was appalled at 
court interference with 
church 
business. He said he has hired an at­ 
torney and will seek to have the order 
lifted. 
Judge Jay Flowers of Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court issued 
the temporary order on a complaint by 
Dwight L. Fullerton, senior warden, on 
behalf of himself and 1Q3 other church 
members who voted earlier against 
separating from the national church. It 
ordered Father Craig to cancel Sun­ 
day’s meeting for a second vote on 
removing the 135-year-old parish from 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America. 
Fullerton’s complaint said calling 
the second meeeting is “harassment of 
the members who voted against the 
resolutions and is unfair, unreasonable 


and improper.” 
A first vote on the question Aug. 7, 
ended in a 104-104 tie. Father Craig, 
who favors the separation because the 
national church has voted to ordain 
women as priests, called the second 
meeting. 
“I am just flabbergasted,” said 
Father Craig. “In my opinion, Judge 
Flowers has totally eliminated our 
right to peaceable assembly.” 
Flowers’ order is for 14 days unless 
extended. 
He said he acted as 
assignment judge and that another 
judge would hear further proceedings. 
Father Craig said absentee ballots 
were counted in the first vote but the 
lay board since discovered that church 
bylaws adopted in 1883 forbid absentee 
or proxy votes. 
“One 
thing 
that 
leaves 
me 
astonished,” Father Craig said, “is 
that any judge in this country would 
sign a restraining order like this 
without giving us some opportunity to 
be heard. Secondly, this judge is not 
only siding with liberals of the church 
in this matter but is interfering with 
affairs of a church.”

Explosive 
Grid Team 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Pro football’s 
most explosive team of the preseason, 
the Cincinnati Bengals, put a three- 
game winning streak on the line 
Saturday night against the Minnesota 
Vikings, who last week crushed one of 
the National Football League’s only 
unbeaten teams. 
The preseason match pits 
a 
perennial Super Bowl participant 
against one that appears ready to 
make the jump. 
Both clubs are 3-1 and fresh from 
impressive outings. 
The Vikings rebounded from their 
first loss of the preseason, a 29-7 set­ 
back to Baltimore, by handing Miami 
a 33-7 drubbing. 
The Bengals have been over­ 
powering since a season-opening 23-20 
loss to Green Bay when quarterback 
Ken Anderson and a half-dozen other 
starters were held out of action. 
Minnesota Coach Bud Grant says 
Cincinnati is a potent club “with great 
outside speed in Isaac Curtis and Billy 
Brooks.” He said the Vikings will 
continue to experiment with a 5-2 
defensive alignment, along with the 
*34’ which Oakland and Houston 
popularized in the past couple years. 
Cincinnati, fortified by an abun­ 
dance of draft talent, shows signs it 
has come up with a defense to match 
its powerful offense. 
The Bengals have outscored their 
last three opponents 95-22 while rolling 
up victories over Tampa Bay, Detroit 
and St. Louis. Cincinnati dumped the 
Cards 33-9 last week as reserve run­ 
ning back Lenvil Elliott ripped off 136 
yards. 
Minnesota is the No. 2 scoring team 
in the NFL, but the Vikings are 
allowing almost 22 points per game to 
the Bengals ll. 
Coach Bill Johnson calls the Vikings 
“one of the soundest teams in football” 
and praised the zone defense of the 
fourtime Super Bowl participants. 


BOSTON (AP) - The Boston Red Sox 
learned simple arithmetic the hard 
way: .500 ball at home is not good 
enough. 
The Red Sox finished a .505 stand at 
Fenway Park with a 3-1 victory over 
the Cleveland Indians Thursday, but 
there was little to cheer.

The figures are adjusted for 
seasonal variations. Without taking 
seasonal factors into account, overall 
wholesale prices actually declined in 
August by two-tenths of one per cent. 
The Labor Department also said that 
looking at wholesale prices a different 
way — according to the prices users of 
the wholesale goods would eventually 
receive — prices also rose one-tenth of 
one per cent in August on an adjusted 
basis.

AI Ullman, chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
met with Carter for an hour Wed­ 
nesday and said later that the need for 
a tax cut will intensify if the economy 
clearly is faltering.

Any veteran 
desiring fu rth er inform ation con­ 
cerning his Veterans Administration 
Benefits should contact the Veterans 
Service Officer at 219 South Court 
Street. 


Q. Exactly what is the difference 
between Pension and Compensation? I 
always thought both meant the same 
thing. 
A. Compensation is a benefit paid by 
the Veterans Administration for a 
disability which occured in Service. 
Or, in other words for a Service 
Connected Disability. Pension is a 
benefit paid by the VA for a disability 
which is not the result of service. To 
receive a Pension, a veteran must be 
Totally and Fermanentaly disabled. 
Compensation is paid in Degrees of 
from IO to IOO per cent. Pension is 
based on your income. 
Q. Are there any restrictions for VA 
service connected medical care for 
peacetime veterans? 
A. Peace time veterans are on the 
same basis as wartime veterans for 
VA hospital and nursing home care. 
Honorable active service, even if only 
a day, entitles a person to hospital care 
for non service connected disabilities, 
if 
otherw ise 
qualified. 
Basic 
requirements are I. hospitalization is 
deemed necessary, 
2. 
a 
bed 
is 
available, and 3, inability to pay for 
private hospital care. Inability to pay 
is not requirement in cases where a 
veteran is age 65 or over, 
or is 
receiving a pension. 


Q. Can decorations, medals or 
ribbons be supplied by the government 
if the original ones have been lost or 
destroyed? 
A. Yes, by writing the branch of the 
military that the veteran was in. 
Q. I entered the service in 1970, am I 
eligible for the Viet Nam Bonus? I 
never was in Viet Nam. 
A. The Ohio Viet Nam Bonus pays a 
maximum of $500 cash bonus or $1,000 
educational assistance bonus to all 
eligible veterans of the Vietnam era, 
or a similar cash bonus to the next of 
kin of deceased veterans. In addition, 
the next of kin of veterans classified as 
MIA or KIA are entitled to a $1,000 
cash bonus. The bonus is paid to living 
veterans, at the rate of $10.00 per 
month for stateside service, $15.00 per 
month for foreign service, and $20.00 
per month for time served in Vietnam. 
To be eligible, a veteran must have 
served honorably in the Republic of 
Vietnam from February 28, 1961 to 
July 1, 1973 and or served in the armed 
forces in any type of 
service 
(domestic, foreign, or Vietnam) from 
August 5, 1964 to July I, 1973, and 
whose domicile was the State of Ohio 
for one full year prior to entry into 
active service. The Deadline date for 
filing for the bonus is December 31, 
1977.
